Report of the Board of Education. 


Another year has passed, and once more it is time for us to — 
make our annual report. 

NortH ScHooLt.—This school was taught the spring term by Miss 
Cora A. Nudd, of Exeter, who had previously been its teacher. 
As was the case when she first guided its destinies, she presided 
over the school successfully, and to the general satisfaction of the 
parents, pupils and the Board. The fall and winter terms were 
taught by Miss Nellie M. Rhodes, of Brentwood, a graduate of 
Sanborn Seminary in 1907. She came to us highly recommended, 
and the same can be said of her teaching as was said of her pred- 
ecessor’s. Yes, under her the school made splendid progress. 

West ScHoot.—Miss Mabel K. Murch, of Cambridge, was 
teacher during the spring term, and the fall and winter terms were 
taught by Miss Alice B. Kimball, of Sandown. Miss Kimball was 
graduated from Sanborn Seminary in 1907, and although this was 
her’ first school, her work was excellent. To her we extend our 
appreciation and praise, for the school, through her, advanced from 
what it was the preceding term. A new fence was built enclosing 
the schoolhouse lot, and necessary repairs were made in the build- 
ings. New seats and desks ar@ badly needed and a new floor 
should be laid. The most pressing need, however, is a good well, 
and this should be dug as soon as possible. 

East ScHoot.—This school was again ably taught throughout 
the year by Miss Elizabeth M. Sawyer, of Kensington. Praise of 
her work is not necessary, for we all know her sterling worth as a 
teacher and as a woman. As one of the best’ teachers this town 
has ever had, her place is secure. A new fence should be erected 
to enclose the schoolhouse yard. 

New charts are needed in the North and West schools, a new 
series of books for the study of physiology should be put in all 
three schools, and the salaries of the teachers should be raised.

The schools were kept for thirty-two weeks, and during that period 
we feel that they made reasonable progress. ‘The usual statistical 
table does not appear in our report, much to our regret. For 
some reason or other the school registers were so made this year 
that the teachers were not asked to compile the facts that we have 
used in making up the table, hence our inability to include it in 
our report for the fiscal year now ending.
